In .1S-I? it it took two years to P.ISH 
ovm- Lho same route and in 1801 it was about 
tlio samel Itngtli of tiRio in making tho same 
circuit. Its last visit, which was forlafcatcly 
not made until after tho rebellion, was ]e$9 
fata: than cither of tho others. In St Louis 
nnd other southern cities it resulted iii n fnw 
deaths, wbilo in Cincinnati tho daily doath- 
rnio during its prevalence did not oxcoed 
forty or fifty and w.is generally less. Cbicin- 
r.ati thoii hail a population not much oxcoed- 
ing L'iXJ, 1100 anil tho deaths woi-o almost inva- 
riubly among tho poor, who could not very 
well J'egulato their diet, or who were too 
reckless to euro about prevontivo meas- 
ures. There wcro no coses in tlio cities on 
tlui lakes or tho smaller towns of tho north, 
west. 


It is mentioned 03 a curious instance of tho 


freaks of tho disease, that wbilo it was pre- 
vailing virulently in 1SOO at Acapulco, the 
steamer bound for San Francisco was delayed 
them, and, though crow and possongoi'S wore 
almost constantly on fihoro, no eoso occurred 
on shipboard nor was tho infection brought 
to this city.

In 15*2 the cholera appeared In Sfocca 


during tho annual pilgrimage. This hoi- 
city of tho Mohammedan world is situated in 
the midst of a sandy plain or largo valloy 
without a supply of running water, and Witt 
no water to drink but from brackish wells, 
Hero the pilgrims gather and encamp Ir 
tm-firjns innumerable, poorly fed "and amic 
daily increasing accumulations of filth. The 
he.'it is ^rout and thuro is no drainage, and 
iiiiiong them tho cliolora, onco implanted, 
rev.jls in.a conguulal element Last yoar the 
epidemic wrought terrible havoc tu somo of 
tho towns in Lower Egypt, which hiul suf- 
fenxl from the war with Arabl. Somo per- 
sons professed to thlnlc tnat it must have 
originated there, tho conditions being so 
favorable, but the supposition was entirely 
unnecessary, considering the noarnoss of 
Arabia and the oiiniipresenco of the Meccan 
pilgrims. 


Two other cities of Asia aro considorod 


holy, though thoy never attract pilgrims so 
nur.ieroi:sly as Mecca; these aro Meshed in 
Persia and Bokhara iu Turkestan. At these 
places similar conditions exist, and tho chol- 
era onco planted finds every means of 'con- 
veyance to the distant oases of central Asia.
